EDITOE JotrBNAi:—A question having 


been raised as to the legal status of the 
town government of Keno. the Commis- 
sioners hold a special session last Mon- 
day to determine that question, but as 
there appeared to be considerable con- 
flict of opinion on the subject, the Board 
deferred their decision until nest Mon- 
day, 
It is seriously contended that the 


repeal of the Act of 1870, under which 
Ksno was organized, abolished all town 
ordinances passed in pursuance of that 
Act, which, if true, would place tho af- 
fairs of our towii in a rather muddled 
condition. I do not think, however, 
that a fair construction of the statutes 
will sustain Unit view of the case. 
The 


town governmfnt of Keno wns organ- 
ized under the law of 1879, which con- 
ferred npon the Board of County Com- 
missioners, in addition to their other 
powers, authority with respect to the 
business and affairs of towns in their 
respective counties. 
The notice and 


petition required by Section 1 of that 
Act, appeared by the recoid of the pro- 
ceedings of the Board to have been reg- 
nlaily prasonted and established, and 
the name and the metes and bounds of 
the town duly established and prescrib- 
ed by the Board, and a town government 
duly and regularly organized. 


In 1881 the Legislature, by an Act en- 


titled "An Act providing for the gov- 
ernmeut of towns and cities of the 
State," conferred upon the Commis- 
sions similar powers to those given them 
by tho Act of 1879. The latter Act, 
however, conferred upon the Board an 
increase of jurisdiction over that given 
by the Act of 1879, and is much more 
explicit in relation to the powers con- 
ferred. 
Section 16 of the Act of 1881, 


also provides that "none of tho powers 
or jurisdiction in thia Act shall be ex- 
ercised iu any town or city until there 
shall have been filed in the Clerk's of- 
fice of the county, a written petition 
signed by a majority of the actual resi- 
dents of such town or city, representing 
three-fifths of the taxable 
property, 


praying for tho application of the pro- 
visions of tho Act !o such town or city, j 
except that in case o£ any disincorpor- 
ated town or city, no such nor any pe- 
tition need be filed, but all the provis- 
ions of, this Act shall immediately apply 
thereto." 


Section 17, of the Act of 1881, repeals 


an Act entitled "An Act providing for 
the government of towns and cities of 
this State," approved February 21st, 
1873, and all other Acts and parts of 
Acts in conflict therewith, but provides 
that any town which had availed itself 
of the provisions of the Act of 1879, and 
elected to remain thereunder, might 
continue its government thereunder, 
and the provisions of that Act in respect 
to such town, should remain iu full 
force. 
It was also provided in subdi- 


vision 14 of Section 1, of the Act of 
1881, that all ordinances of any town or 
city, iu force at the date of the assump- 
tion by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of their cowers and duties under 
said Act, and not inconsistent therewith, 
should remain in full force and effect 
until lepealed by the Board. The Leg- 
islature of 1887, by an Act approved 
February 10th, 1887, repealed the Act 
of 1879, in terms. 
By an Act approved 


March 5tb, 1887, the Legislature umend- 
ed Section 1C of the Act of 1881 so as to 
read as follows: "Nono of the powers 
or jurisdiction in this Act authorized or 
required, shall be exercised in any town 
or city nntil there shall have been filed 
in tho Clerk's office of the county in 
which the same is situated, a written 
petition for the application of the pro- 
visions of this Act to said town or city, 
signed by a majority of the actual resi- 
dents thereof, representing 
at least 


three-fifths of its taxable property; ex- 
cept in case of any disincorporated town 
or city, or towns having a voting popula- 
tion of six hundred or more, no such nor 
any petition need be filed, but all the 
provisions of this Act shall immediately 
apply thereto." 
At the time of the 


passage of the Act of 1881, the town of 
Reno was not n "disincorporated town," 
and consequently in order to become 
subject to the provisions oi that Act, it 
would have required a petition signed 
by a majoiity of the actual residents 
thereof, representing three-fifths of the 
taxable property therein, to be filed in 
the office of the County Clerk. No such 
petition was filed ; therefore the town of 
Reno elected to remain subject to the 
provisions of the Act of 1S79, and so 
continued until that Act was repealed— 
February 10, 1887. The question then 
is, what was the condition of the town 
of Keno, as to its government, after the 
repeal of the Act of 1879, (February 10, 
1887) and before the passage of the 
amendment to Section 16, of the Aot of 
1881, 
(March 5, 1887) above quoted? 


Did suoh repeal leave the town without 
a governing body, and were the town 
ordinances enacted under the law of 
1879 abolished by the repealing Aot? 
In answer to this may be found in the 
14th subdivision of Section 1, of! the Act 
of 1881, wherein it is provided that "all 
ordinances of said town or city ia force 
at the date of the assumption of said 


or imponeJ, and not inconsistent there- 
with, shall remain in full force and be 
enforced until changed or repealed by 
said Boiird." Evidently it was not the 
intention of the Legislature to have any 
organized town without a town govern- 
ment. 
The Constitution requires the 


Legislature to provide for such organi- 
zation b,y general laws, and the law of 1881 
became operative immediately in all the 
towns and cities in this State upon the 
repeal of the Act of 1870; and the "as- 
sumption" of the powers and duties 
conferred by the Act of 1881 was im- 
mediate when the latter Act became tbe 
sole act upon the subject. 


The lnuguage of the first paragraph 


of that statute conferring powers and 
jurisdicl ion, is clear, and the Commis- 
sioners became invested with authority 
aud jurisdiction by opouition of law. 
TUB "exercise" of such {lowers need 
not be immediate, but might require 
something preliminury Iheri'tu; suoh us 
a peiitioo of tax-payers in towus and 
cities not "disincorporated" or towcis 
not having a voting population of GOO or 
more, but the power and jurisdiction 
attached to tha Conimissiouors at once 
upon the lepsul of the provisions of 
Section 17 of the Act of 1881. 


Upon tho passage of tho amendment 


to Section 1G of the Act of 1881, the 


exercise" of the powers under that 


Act, 
in the town of Keno, was imme- 


diate— Reno being a town having a vot- 
ing population of 600 and more. 
The 


power" under the Aot of 1881 attached 


when the Aot of 1879 was repealed, 
(Feb. 10, 1887,) and tho cxeicise of that 
powar attached when Ihe amendment to 
Section 1C passed, (March 5, 1887,) 
which enacted that "all tho provisions 
of this Act shall immediately apply 
thereto," that is, to towns having a 
voting population of 
GOO or 
more, 


which included the town of Reno. 


If the statute itself had not provided 


against any interregnum in the govern- 
ment of the town and for the continu- 
ing iu force of its ordinances, the prin- 
ciple would apply, that the laws upon 
the same subject matter, passed at the 
same session of the Legislature, al- 
though on different days, will be con- 
strued together and treated as simulta- 
neous Acts. 
Thus the provisions of the 


amendment to Section 16 passed March 
5th, 1887, which made the law of 1881 
applicable to the town of Reno imme- 
diately, will relate back to Feb. 10, 1887, 
when the town government under tho 
Act of 1879 was discontinued by the re- 
peal of lhat Act. 


Another principle may be invoked, 


which would prevent a repeal of town 
ordinances, or discontinuance of lowu 
government, and that is the rulo that nu 
Act of Parliament, (or the Legislature,) 
made to correct an error or omission 
in a former statute of the same session, 
relates back to tho tima when the firs' 
Act passed, and the two must be taken 
together as if they weie one and the 
same Act. 


In considering this matter we should 


always keep in view the evident inten- 
tion of tho Legislature, and all its Acts 
must be construed with a view to har- 
monize legislation, and such construc- 
tion placed upon the statutes as will 
make them consistent with each other, 
and calculated to be beneficial .to the 
people in whoso interest they were 
enacted. 


Entertaining these views, and after a 


careful examination nud consideration 
of tho several statutes of this State in 
relation to tho government of towns aud 
cities therein, I am convinced that all 
the town ordinances duly passed by the 
Board for the government of the town 
of Reno, and not in conflict with the 
Act of 1881, are in full force and effect; 
that thera has been no interregnum in, 
or suspension of its town governmanf, 
that tha operation of the law of March 
8th, 1879, closed on the 10th day of 
February, 1887, and the law of Febru- 
ary, 1881, went into operation imme- 
diately thereafter; and the Board of 
County 
Commissioners 
of 
Washoa 


county, possess all the powers and juris- 
diction conferred by the lust mentioned 
Act, and are authorized to exerciso them 
in accordance therewith.
